For bites and rabies are absolutely prevent- 
able. Unlike some public health measures, there 
is no element of uncertainty about this one, Com- 
missioner Starkloff says. Keep the dogs muzzled 
and rabies will cease, authorities on the subject 
declare, with all the certainty that attends a 
mathematical proposition.

Morgan, that a 
Money Trust exists. When the Pujo Committee 
painstakingly described to him exactly what 
the people mean by “Money Trust,” he recog- 
nized the description. He admitted that some- 
_ thing of the sort exists; that interlocking direc- 

torates center in the hands of a few men con- 
trol over an*enormous system of banks, indus- 
tries, railroads, utility companies and other prop- 
erty; that no great enterprise can succeed 
against the opposition of J. P. Morgan and his 
associates; that a bank would be prevented by 
the ethics of the business from financing a con- 
cern in competition with concerns it had pre- 
ously financed; that competition is practically 
fiped out. 

With “Money Trust” reduced to a matter of 
definition, what is defined has the proportions 
of a.menace. “Concentration has gone far 
enough,” says Mr. Baker. He concedes that in 
the hands of bad men it might even now be a 
bad thing.

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THE BIG WEEK IN ENGLAND. 

Under the superb leadership of one of the 
ablest men who has occupied the British Pre- 
miership in half a century, the united democ- 
racies of England and Ireland are marching 
steadily forward to further conquests over clase 
rule and privilege. Compact and resolute, the 
coalition between the English Liberals and the 
Irish Parliamentary party will this week in all 
probability emphasize its strength over the Op 
position by the final passage of the Irish Home 
Rule bill through the House of Commons. 

This ig the third Government measure in 25 
years providing for home rule in Ireland. The 
cther two were wrecked because of the absolute 
veto exercised over all legislation by the house of 
Lords. The present coalition won a verdict from 
the people authorizing the extinction of the 
hereditary House of Lords, and its first act was 
to change its absolute veto into a merely sus- 
pensory one. The Lords, therefore, while they 
will throw out the Home Rule bill on its first 
presentation, can no longer permanently block 
the will of the people and it may become law 
over their veto. 

The debate on the third reading of this great 
measure of reform will open Tuesday, Jan. 14, 
and will end in two or three days. By Jan. 20 
its discussion will probably begin in the House 
of Lords. 

The Home Rule bill is expected to pass the 
House of Commons this week by. one of the larg- 
est majorities that ever sent a great constitu- 
tional measure to the House of Lords, a major- 
ity bigger than that which marked the passage 
of many landmarks in the history of British 
legislative progress. On 55 divisions the major- 


‘Jities on this bill averaged 109, rising at times to 


121. The last formal effort of the Tories against 


Jit was when they moved to exclude Ulster from 


its provisions, and this wag overridden by a 
Government majority of 97. 

The final passage of the bill is expected to be 
marked by riot and disorder in the Commons. 
The American public fhould not be alarmed if 
it reads this week of violent epithets and even 
books and furniture being hurled at the Prime 
Minister and the members of his cabinet. That 
is one of the cherished privileges of the opposi- 
tion when decisively beaten on a great measure 
of party policy in the House of Commons, The 
Tories are so hopelessly distanced on this meas- 
ure, they are so demoralized and rent with dis- 
sention, that Mr. Asquith, on the eve of perhaps 
his greatest parliamentary triumph, would be 
the last man to deprive them of this poor meas- 
ure of comfort, 
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The agonized frame of mind in which the 
Pharaoh of the Exodus awoke after his dream 
about the fat kine and the lean kine can now be 
understood by the modern world.

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A DTING POLITICAL PARTY 

The statement of John G. Woolley, Prohibition 
nominee for President in 1900, that his party 
has reached the end of its usefulness and that 
other affiliations should be sought in combating 
alcoholic evils may be distasteful to some of his 
colleagues, but is only a recognition of plain 
facts. The party began to figure in the election 
returns just 36 years ago and cast its greatest 
vote, 264,133, as far back as 1892. In one year 
since, its strength fell almost to 200,000 votes, 
though four years ago it was 253,840. A political 
organization that does not go forward must in- 
evitably go back. The slump of 100,000 votes 
last November, just about the time of the death 
of the founder of the party, the Rev. John Rus- 
sell, shows that it is a “lost cause” as Mr. Wool- 
ley says. 

No political party ever had a more devoted, 
conscientious membership, Wholesome useful- 
ness cannot be denied to its teachings, but ac- 
ceptance of the prohibition issue ag a local, non- 
partisan question rendered it impossible that it 
should have vitality as-a national] political -is- 
sue, Its policies are contrary to fundamental 
principles, 
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If a soldier with a Mauser bullet in his side 
can be cured in a day and one with a shattered 
leg restored to the firing line in four days by 
Dr. Carrel’s method, it means that invention wil! 
have to revolutionize the armaments and military 
equipment of all the nations of Europe. 
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EQUAL OR UNEQUAL SUFFRAGE? 
Masculine speakers at a St. Louis equal suf- 
frage banquet charged the men with stupidity, 
lack of merit, belligerent tendencies and dis- 
relish for duty in using the ballot. They declarea 
that it would be a just penalty to disfranchise 
the men as the women are enfranchised. 
Feminine speakers protested that they have 
no desire to take from men any part of their 
political prerogatives. If, however, women’s ac- 
tivity in the field of politics should be followed 
by a great lessening of interest and sense of re- 
sponsibility on the part of tne men, the outcome 
would only be analogous to that in other fields 
of effort. 

We see everywhere that women invade new 
fields only to dominate‘them. It is one of the 
tributes to their efficiency as well as one of the 
evidences of man’s too great willingness to shift 
burdens to women. Every woman knows how 
dangerous it is for a wife to begin to make reg- 
ular contributions to the family income. The 
average man speedily becomes resigned to her 
doing it. In time he may even develop a sense 
of grievance because she does not contribute 
more. 

How soon women came to supremacy in the 
teaching of the youth and in certain important 
varieties of «Ic~ical work after gaining a foot- 
hold in those branches of effort, formerly dom- 
inated almost exclusively by men, is significant. 
Two great fields absorbing human thought and 








effort are those of religion and politics, both once 
under the virtual mastery of the men. The busi- 


ness-engrossed man still enters a perfunctory 


appearance at church service. He puts a well- 


filled envelope on the plate and in a supérior 
sort of way he may prete.d to do a little plan- 
ning in religious affairs. But it is woman who 
executes, who takes the chief burden, who is 
accountable for the really vital things. Without 
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to do most of the voting for the family as well 
as the praying? Is she to take into her keeping 
not only the conscience but the civic patriotism 
of man and perform vicariously his political duty 
for him as well as his religious duty?., : 
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Louis Nixon suggests that in the next National 
Guard maneuvers the grave problem of feeding 
New York during a state of war should be worked 
out. “The city,” he says, in alarm, ‘‘would not 
even have Paris’ recourse to horseflesh, motor 
cars ‘having so generally replaced the horse.”

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IF CHRISTIANS RULE PALESTINE. 

In a note to the German Ambassador at Lon- 
don, Pope Pius X expresses a hope that the Holy 
Land may be restored to Christian rule in the re- 
Organization of the Turkish Empire. Is Christian 
tolerance, to say nothing of Christian unity, far 
enough advanced for the realization of such a 
hope? If an international guard is established 
in Palestine for the protection of tourists, who 
will see that the members of the guard do not 
fight among themselves over religion? 

The bribery, imposition, violence and general 
lack of forbearance with which it is sought to 
maintain in the Holy Land the claims of antag- 
onistic sects are among the most painful facts of 
the Christian world. Disputes over the guard- 
ianship of sacred places were among the causes 
of the Crimean War and many times since have 
given rise to disgraceful scenes. The indifferent, 
cynical Turkish gendarmes often have the great- 
est difficulty in preserving the peace on the oe- 
casion of the great Christian feasts. At the Grotto 
of the Nativity three different spots are as- 
signed to as many communions as the veritable 
location of the manger and the constant presence 
of armed unbelievers is necessary to prevent jeal- 
ousy from clashing. Within the past decade the 
utmost in Turkish precautions has been power- 
less to prevent furious riots and bloodshed at the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre.

AT 90, HE BEGINS A BOOK 
ON WAR AGAINST POVERTY 


LONDON, Jan. 11.—Dr. Alfred Russell Wallace. 

Mingland’s grand old man of science, announced 
on Wednesday, his ninetieth birthday: 
“TIT am beginning a book suggesting necessary 
work for the Labor party in its campaign against 
peverty, laying down what I believe to be the 
fundamental principles and means by which con- 
tinuous progress in the well-being of the com- 
munity can be secured.”

Prince Albert is handsome, fascinating, accom- 
plished and comes of one of the oldest families 
in Europe. When Turkey dominated Roumania 
his ancestors were elected “lords” of the country 
trore than once. Hence his title of “prinee” though 


even the oldest Roumanian hecuses, such as the 
Bibesco and the Vacaresco families, do not use 
titles, 


The Ghikas say they are of Albanian descent 
and Prince Albert has spent several fortunes in 
bettering the lot of the half-million Roumanians 
in Albania and Macedonia. He has covered miles 
of paper with protests against Turkish, Servian, 
Greek and Bulgarian a of his “brethren.” 
He founded the Palkan League, which is now 
wildly agitating for the independence of Albania 
and Macedonia in spite of recent Pulgarian econ- 
guests. 

He is an enthusiast and, though people used to 
laugh at his pretentions to Albania’s throne, 
most now agree that, in the present Balkan mud- 
Cle, hig chances have gone up 20 per cent. 

The idea of his also reigning over Macedenia 
is, of course, impossible of realization. Bulgaria 
Wotld have to give him all her conquests before 
ke could do that. But he may become sovereign 
and lord of 1,200,000 Kouzo-Vallachs, Greeks, Bul- 
rars and Senos, with his capital at Seutari, Bu- 
rope’s most picturesque town, perched over the 
Adriatic.

In society he is much liked, but his English 
wife could never get on with him, She had no 
erthusiasm for the “Kouzos” and objected to 
her money being epent on their churches and 
schools.

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KAISER’S COURT WILL MISS OUR 


DIPLOMATS’ GLITTERING UNIFORMS 


Ambassador Leishman and His Staff Will Be Resplendent in Blue and 
Gold This Year, as They Were Last, but lt Is Understood That Presi- 
dent Wilson Will Frown Upon Such Habiliments for Envoys to Be 

Sent by Him to the Capitals of Other Countries. 








BERLIN, Jan. 11.—Emperor Willlam’s court ex- 
pects to get a farewell sight of American Em- 
bassy uniforms at this winter’s imperial balis 
ard receptions, for the report is current that 
President-elect Wilson is strongly opposed to 
such uniforms and is determined to discourage 
them. 

Ambassador Leishman and his suite made a 
sensation at court last winter by appearing in 
resplendent uniforms of navy blue, with collars, 
sleeves and trousers heavily trimmed with gold 
tands, carrying swords and wearing cocked hats 
and white and black plumes. 

Charlemagne Tower started the wearing of an 
American uniform at court when he was Ambas- 
sador at St. Petersburg. Rockhill and Gulld, who 
succeeded him there, imitated his example. 
Leishman adopted the uniform while he was Am- 
bassador at Constantinople, afterward wearing 
it at Rome and Berlin. Lars Anderson follewed 
the precedent while Minister to Belgium.

deer unless there be an abundance of 
smaller game. The deer may be called 
instinctive, if you please, or their habit 
may be ascribed to Intuition, but just 
the same there is the broad reasoning of 
the human mind in this invarying rule 
of going upstream. The deer feasons 
that the flood is caused by the inability 
of the water to go over the banks 
higher up and it follows along upwards 
in the effort to get to the land where 
the water cannot spread. 

Last fall there were plenty of deer, 
more than plenty, in Southeast Missouri. 
But the weather throughout the hunt- 
ing season was so dry that the deer 
could see or hear the hunter long be- 
fore the dogs were able to take the 
scent. And so the deer was not only 
protected from the hunter, but also from 
the wolf. And Mr. Wolf having come 
north with the deer was forced to find 
other meat. I am told many hunters 
had close shaves. Two of these, Cole 
Ward and Bill Meatte, after two escapes 
stopped the quest for Mr. Raccoon, a 
night function dear to the heart of every 
native Missourian, no matter what the 
section. Sveral times, well, a score of 
times, dogs were chased in by the 
wolves. On two occasion Cole and Meat- 
te were driven in with the dogs and 
once it was a case of which would get 
to camp first, the dogs or the men. 
Many of the wolves were killed in day 
hunting and one or two shot at night. 
But this did not stop the prowlers from 
making things unpleasant, and so when 
local hunters wanted a taste of night 
coon hunting down in the netherlands, 
they found the natives averse to even 
stepping beyond the light thrown by 
the campfire. 


Zion Evans Bags Four 
Coons at One Shot. 


Zion Evans of Cuba, Mo., bears the 
distinction of having bagged four 
raccoons with one shot in a recent 
hunt. He killed three outright and 
wounded the fourth so that it was 
easy prey even if it did get as far as 
a second tree 100 feet from the first. 

Evans is one of the old-time hunt- 
ers. He remembers Missouri when 
deer were to be had on the outskirts 
of this city and when the wild tur- 
key was a regular bit of fare in the 
daily food supply. All his life, and 
he is now 60 odd, he has been a hun- 
ter. He tells me this is the first 
time he ever bagged more than one 
coon at a shot and he never heard of 
anyone else bettering that figure. 

Evans said he started out alone on 
his last hunt. He had several good 
dogs with him and took a shotgun 
along for company. The dogs took a 
trail. It led along Brush Creek for 
some distance and finally stopped at 
a high tree. 

“I saw a bunch of something up In 
that tree about 3 a. m. and_=e$ sat 
down,” said Evans. “It was near 
daylight before I could make out the 
lump and then I was staggered. 
There were four coons' perched up 
at about the highest point’ they 
could reach. How they all come to 
take the same tree and get to the 
one branch puzzles me. I fired and 
down they came. Three were killéd 
outright. The fourth got to another 
tree before I pegged him.” 

Evans says rabbits were scarce in 
Crawford County and that quail 
were given so much chance. he hopes 
there will be seed enough to insure 
a good crop next fall.

At its regular meeting Monday night 
the Kimmswick Fishing and Hunting 
Club elected Alois Rothenheber presi- 
dent of the club. Other officers selected 
were K. G. Bellairs, vice-president: Leon 
Vaucher, secretary; Charles Oheim, 
treasurer; Gus Oheim, sergeant-at-arms, 
and N. 8S.

Gehner’s death two years ago was a 
shock to Lammert, and it was at 
about that time that Lammert de- 
cided to mark his semi-centennial 
anniversary in business by taking his 
first vacation. 

Although he gave his employes va- 
cations, he himself had never been 
persuaded to leave his work.

Wall Street Plot Alleged. 

A statement charging that Mrs. Gug- 
genheim’s suit was the result of a plot 
cf Wall Street financiers to discredit 
Guggenheim, was made after the deci- 
sion was read by Jacob Newman, as- 
sociated with Samuel Untermyer, as 
Guggenheim’s counsel. 

‘“‘We suspect that this Wall Street 
syndicate behind Mrs. Wahl has some 
private grudge to satisfy as well as the 
hope of obtaining a considerable part 
of the Guggenheim fortune,” said New- 
man. “This plot has cost the Wall 
Street chaps not less than $50,000." — 

Mrs. Wahl, then Grace Brown, and 
Willlam Guggenheim eloped and were 
married secretly in Hoboken, N. J., jn 
1899. They lived together only three 
days. [t was said that the relatives of 
Young Guggenheim intervened to bring 
ebout the separation.

Before dark she was on her 
way to Waupaca, as violence was feared 
from the farmers. 

The murder did- not 
until the day after it occurred, the 
widow saying she was so hysterical she 
did not realize for hours that her hus- 
band really was dead. 

The widow described a terrible battle 
with the murderer, whom she could not 
Gescribe positively. She said he had en- 
tered the house while her husband was 
eating and clubbed him to death. She 
had grappled with him, she said, but he 
escaped. 

The Coroner’s jury failed to give a 
positive verdict and the widow appeared 
to have no hint that she was under sus- 
picion. 

The funeral was held from the house, 
three miles from the village, to the Lu- 
theran church at Symco. Persons at- 
tending the funeral were told that Sher- 
iff Califsen, Deputy Flannigan and Dis- 
trict Attorney Cole were attending the 
funeral merely in the chance that the 
murderer, out of curtosity, would at- 
tend the services, and they would arrest 
any stranger who appeared.

Talks at Central High. 

Dr. Hutchinson made 4 talk at the 
auditorium of the Central High School 
under the auspices of the St. Louis So- 
clety of Pedagogy, Friday wight, and 
yesterday spoke at the City Club.

“Eat everything you like,” Dr. Hutch- 
inson told the reporter. “‘As fur myself, 
I like everything and eat everything. 
Meat is the main thing. We must have 
lots of meat. Vegetables and fruits are 
balancers and of these balancers pie 
is the most soluble and readily burnible. 
It fits into the scheme of healthy eat- 
ing perfectly. 

‘The only kind of ple that isn’t good 
is the kind mother used to make. Maybe 
you remember that soggy, substantial 
undercrust that melted, and yet did not 
melt, in your mouth. It was a crust 
whose stickiness mother had absolutely 
waterproofed against the attacks of the 
digestive juices. But the modern pie 
with its crisp, starchy crusis, is entirely 
different. 

“Man’s body is a body of flesh. Now, 
to keep this body going we have to 
give it flesh to eat so as to sort of 
perpetuate it. Of course, we've got 
past the stage where we ¢at oné an- 
other’s flesh, and we substitute ani- 
mal flesh. But beef, pork, chicken, 
turkey, etc., are not of themselves 
sufficient to keep the human body 
going. They are only the main parts 
of a composition from which the 
acids and juices to supply the human 
body are to be drawn. 

“The other parts:of this compos!- 
tion must come from fruits, vege- 
tables, milk, eggs, ete. If you can 
get these different ingredients s 
combined that they will spell human 
flesh, then you will be feeding in the 
perfect way of health. 

“What You Eat, You Become.” 

‘“T haven’t much doubt but what 
one of these vegetarians, if he should 
live for a million years, would ulti- 
mately turn into a cabbage head, a 
turnip, carrot or gut of some kind. 
What you eat you must finally be- 
come. 

“Now here is what I would consider 
a good day’s eating for a man: 

Breakfast—Bacon anil eggs or 
ham and eggs, or meat hash of 
some kind, fruit and milk and 

Bugar and cream. Some cereal 

might be put in the cream to give 

it a pleasant appearance. And 
tea or coffee. 

Midday—A few oysters or fish 
with some cold meat or an omelet, 

a cheese preparation with bread, 

butter and potatoes, fruit and pie 

or cake. 
Dinner—Soup as a preliminary. 

It smells pleasant and starts the 

appetite juices. Then some oys- 

ters, fish or other light substance 
as an introduction to the real meal 

—the roast beef, mutton, chicken, 

turkey or what not. Fruit, vege- 

tables and pie, 

“The old idea of simple eating, that 
is, not eating too many different 
things at the one sitting, is absolute- 
ly wrong. The correct idea is just 
the converse of the old theory—eat 
as many different kinds of food as you 
ean lay your hands on. Mixed drinks 
are bad because all drinks are bad. 
Put mixed food is the best food. 
Every other kind of food has a lit- 
tle adjunctive purpose to provide for 
the meat. 

Pie One of Rest Things. 

“The vegetables supply the alkalis 
necessary for the human body and the 
fruits, the acids. Pie is one of the 
very best things we can eat because

His attention had been 
called by Mrs. Charles M. Calvert, also 
a neighber, to the fact that the front 
window of the Oden home had been 
Shattered and the shades remained 
drawn. 

Entering the bedroom Riley found 
Mrs. Oden’s body on the bed with the 
head thrown back. 

Mrs. Oden last night borrowed his 
double-barreled shotgun, giving as 
her reason that she was afraid that 
something would happen, as she was 
all alone in the house. Riley said 
Mrs. Oden came to his home in a 
highly nervoug state. 

Mrs. Oden before her marriage was 
Sophie Miller. She formerly boarded 
in the home of Oden and his first 
wife. Capt. Oden divorced his first 
wife and married Miss Miller, Aug. 1, 
1908. Oden was arrested this morn- 
ing by a deputy sheriff and is now In 
the county jail pending an investi- 
gation. He sald: 

“IT know absolutely nothing what- 
ever about it, and was as surprised 
as anyone, as I have not been any- 
where in the neighborhood of the 
tragedy for nine or ten days.”

Indications at London Are That 
the Peace Conference 
Will Fail 


TURKS ARE IMMOVABLE 


‘ & Ottoman Delegates Contend 
, They Have Offered Enough 
Without Adrianople. 


By Associated Press, 
LONDON, Jan. 11.—Diplomacy is still 


busy seeking a solution for the Balkan 
deadlock. Fears that the peace con- 
ference will end in failure and that the 
allies will take up arms again are 
stronger tonight that at any hour since 
the plenipotentiaries came to London. 
Unless Adrianople should fall within 
two or three days or “something should 
turn up” which none of the diplomats 
can foresee, it appears probable that 


the delegates will leave England before 
the end of another week. 

Another note was prepared by the am- 
bassadors at Constantinople, but will be 
superseded by the collective communica- 
tion decided upon at Friday's meeting 
between Eir Edward Grey, the British 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
and the ambassadors. Since it is neces- 
sary to telegraph the text of this note 
to the continental capitals, for approval, 
it cannot be delivered before Monday. 

All the ambassadors had today sep- 
arate formal meetings with Rechad 
Pasha and Osman Nazami Pasha. 

Turks Immovable. 

The Turkish delegates were immovable 
and said: “‘Nothing can induce us to 
commit suicide. It is impossible’ to 
change our minds concerning the posses- 
sion of Adrianople, for which we have 
made sacrifices which no other country 
has made. The sentimental and relig- 
fous value attached by Mussulmans to 
Adrinapole can be calculated by our 
having renounced four-fifths of our Eu- 
ropean territory only because we wished 
to keep the Holy City. In all the history 
of wars there is no example of such 
generous and important concessions as 

ethose which we have made to the allies: 
so, their greediness -causes a natural 
reaction. 

“If the war is resumed, the allles may 
find they have. miscalculated their forces 
and minimized those of Islam. They 
have looked through glasses at their first 
successes, which were due to the fact 

that we were attacked by surprise, not 
expecting that the enemy was prepared 
for war.’’ 

The allies are becoming weary of in- 
action. Some desire a more resolute at- 

_.titude and remark that after the ulti- 
matum of Jan. 3, it is undignified to 
remain in London for more than a 
week without making deeds follow 
threats. 

The feeling in Sofia favors the recall 
of the delegates, but some of them are 
inclined to remain for a few days, 
awaiting the effect of the Powers’ note. 


Meeling Against Roumania. 
Roumanian demands continue to be 


the uppermost topic of interest. -M. 
Jonescu, the Roumanian Minister of the 
Interior, whose wife is English, has 
learned that public opinion is against 
Roumania, and that Roumania’s action 
is regarded in the nature of blackmail, 
which, if persisted in, might mean war 
with Bulgaria in the near future. M. 
Jonescu is understood to have received 
this impression also from a conversa- 
tion with Sir Edward Grey today. 

The Bulgarians declare unhesitatingly 
that if Roumania puts the knife to her 
throat now she will pay dearly for it 
in the future. 


21,302 BULGARS 
KILLED IN WAR 


More Than 51,000 Were 
Wounded, of Whom 70 Per 
Cent Have Rejoined Army. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 11.—The offi- 
cial list of casualties In the Bulgarian 
' army since the beginning -of the war 
with Turkey shows that 284 officers and 
21,018 men have been killed or have suc- 
cumbed from their wounds or disease, 
according to a dispatch from Sofia. Be- 
sides these, 876 officers and 51,000 men 
were wounded or put on the sick list. 
- Of these, 70 per cent since have recov- 
\ ered and rejoined the army. 
The Bulgarian Government has asked 
_ for the services of 70 Russian and Czech 
physicians to combat infectious diseases 
which appeared in various regions. The 
- tiative Bulgarian physicians are all serv- 
ing with the army in the field.

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SENATE VOTES AT 
| P.M. MONDAY IN 
ARLHBALD CASE 


Proposition to Modify Penalty 
in Casa of Conviction Ex- 
pected to Be Made. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHENGTON, Jan. 11.—The Sen- 
ate today agreed to begin at 1 p. m 
Monday voting on the articles of im- 
peachment against Robert W. Arch- 
bald, Judge of the United States 
Commerce Court, charged with misdis- 


meanors,,and the misuse of his judi- 
cial influence. 

No debate by members of the Sen- 
ate will be permitted during the vot- 
ing; but under the resolution offered 
by Senator Root and adopted, each Sen- 
ator Will have an opportunity to 
make an explanation of his vote in 
writing to be printed as part of the 
Senate proceedings in the case. 

Arrangements for the final steps in 
the case against Judge Archbald were 
made in a secret session of the Sen- 
ate. When the Impeachment Court 
reconvenes at 1 o'clock Monday, the 
first article of impeachment will be 
put to a vote without further delay. 

Senator Root today offered a mo- 
tion to have the question of “guilty or 
not guilty” submitted individually to 
each Senator on each of the 13 arti- 
cles of impeachment. 

This was modified at the sugges- 
tion of Senator Clark of Arkansas, 
and the individual question to each 
Senator, followed in the case of the 
fmpeachment of President Andrew 
Johnson, will give way to a general 
submission of each article to be fol- 
lowed by a roll call vote on each. 

It is expected that in case Judge 
Archbald should be found guilty by a 
two-thirds vote on any article of im- 
peachment, a resolution will be of- 
fered by some Senator proposing that 
the penalty shall be limited to his 
removal from office and shall not bar 
him in the future from holding office. 
Leading members of the Senate ex- 
pressed doubt as to the suocess of 
the proposed plan to modify the pen- 
alty. 

The first article of impeachment on 
which a vote will be taken alleges 
that Judge Archbald tried to influence 
officials of the Erie Railroad, which 
had suits pending in his court, to 
grant him a favorable option on a re- 
fuse coal dump owned by a subsli- 
diary of the railroad.

Mrs. Alice Wingerter 36 years old, and 
her four children, from 2 to 10 years old, 
are protected from the winter’s cold 
only by the shelter of a floorless tent, 
through whose rents_the rain and snow 
fell yesterday and last night.

Central Wesleyan Basket Ball

Coach Cayou’s squad of basket ball 
players opened the season at the Pike- 
way school yesterday afternoon by 
trouncing the team from Central Wes- 
leyan College of Warrenton, Mo., by 
a score of 64-33. 

As the score shows, the game was a 
loose one, with lots of ‘scoring. Al- 
though it took t's Pikers a few minutes 
to get started, there was never any 
doubt as to what the outcome wotld be. 
The combination of Lacey, Modisette 
and Gray kept things going so fast 
in the first half that by the end of the 
initial period they had a score of 34—13 
marked up against the visitors. In the 
second half an entire new lineup was 
sent in, giving Cayou a chance to get 
a line on two separate and distinct 
fives. 

This second lineup, however, did not 
work quite as well as the previous one. 
Although Chivvis and French scored 
almost at will, the total was not quite 
as high as in the opening session, and 
Central scored more frequently. 

Central Lacks Team Work. 

Central’s team work was weak, and only 
in spots did they unhitch anything worthy 
of the hame. On grandstand shots, how- 
ever, they had the better of the local team, 
as Krumsick and Henry were responsible 
for some pretty midfield goals. 

The work of the local squad, while not 
possessing any great degree of unity, was 
far superior to that of the visitors. Espe- 
Cilally was this true of the first half, when 
the Pikers carried the ball down the court 
time and again for scores. The work of 
little Lacey in covering the ball and feed- 
ing it to Modisette, who shot almost per- 
fectly, was easily the noteworthy point of 
this period. Capt. Gray, who was in for 
only the first half, not only held his for- 
ward to one fleld goal, but scored 10 points 
himself. 

In the second half, Wesleyan took a brace 
and annexed 20 points.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Clark Grif- 
fith, manager of the Washington Sen- 
ators and one of the wisest men that 
ever pitched a ball game, fs loud in his 
denunciation in the 
method of scoring the averages of pitch- 
ers advocated by Ban Johnson. While 
this scheme is not a new one by any 
means, as it has been discussed for sev- 


eral seasons, it is going to be adopted in 
the American League next season be: 
cause President Johnson has decided so. 

Instead of keeping averages of the 
slabmen according to the number of 
games won and lost, Johnson says every 
pitcher in his League in the future will! 
be rated according to the number of 
hits made off him and the number of 
bases on balls he issues. 

Griffith was the leading pitcher of the 
country for many years and should be 
regarded as one of the very best judges 
of the right and wrong of the change. 
He says it is an incentive for a pitcher 
to work harder if he is to get credit 
for the victory, and for the same rea- 
son he will work harder to avoid defeat. 

“Give me the pitcher that is out after 
the game and doesn’t care how many 
hits are being made every inning or how 
many earned runs are being sent across 
the plate—one who is out to win, many 
runs or few, many hits or few,’ is the 
way Griffith expresses it.

Although he received a newspaper 
decision over Wolgast in a 10-round 
scrap in New Orleans, Mandot claims 
that the Cadillae wildcat gave him 
the hardest bout of his career.

NTOMOBILE CLUB 
BELIEVES NEW LAW 
S NOT NECESSARY 


Official Says Red Light and Muf- 
fler Amendments Only Re- 
peat Old Provisions. 





There has recently been introduced 
into the City Council an amendment 
prohibiting the use of red and green 
lights on automobiles, and an amend- 
ment prohibiting the mufflers from be- 
ing cut out at night. Roy F. Britton, 
chairman of the Legislative Committee 
of the Automobile Club of St. Louis 
in discussing the proposed amendments, 
said: 

“As a matter of fact, neither the ordl- 
nance or the amendment is needed to 
bring about the required results. Both 
the state law and the present city ordi- 
nance require two white lights on the 
front of the car. Many automobilists 
lave been using red and green lights 
on the front of the car which is in vio- 
lation of the law and dangerous and 
should have been prohibited a long time 
ago, but the. police have permitted the 
practice. 

“We have had an ordinance prohibit- 
ing the muffler cut out for over a year, 
but it has not been enforced. The 
ratrolmen, or beat men, pay no atten- 
tion to these violations. They seem to 
think that the traffic regulation should 
be left to the traffic squad or the motor 
cycle men. The traffic and the motor 
cycle squads are very efficient and have 
done a great deal in enforcing the traf- 
fic regulations; but they cannot be ex- 
pected to cover the entire city. 

“It makes no difference how many or- 
dinances or laws are passed, conditions 
will not be better until there is a rigid, 
constant enforcement of those we have. 

“I believe that if the patrolmen would 
look after the enforcement of‘the pres- 
ent traffic regulations, conditions would 
be much better. If the situation will 
he helped any by adding the new ordi- 
rance We are in favor of. it. 

“The Automobile Club has always 
taken an active part and has aided the 
euthorities in every possible way in up- 
holding and enforcing the law. We 
want to make traffic conditions in St. 
Louis safe for all users of the streets.”

The 
company will locate at Boyle and Van- 
deventer avenues and will there manu- 
facture on an extensive scale an elec- 
tric house truck. 

The first of these trucks was shown at 
the St. Louis Automobile Show in Octo- 
ber. The electromobile is a power-pro- 
pelled truck for use about freight 
houses, steamship docks, Warehouses 
and manufactories, to take the place of 
wheelbarrows, hand trucks or horse 
trucking.

Brother of Jeweler Accuses Pris- 
oner Who Had Clipping on 
Cass Avenue Theft. 


SIX PROTEST INNOCENCE 


First Arrest Made When Man 
Examines Automobiles at 
Curb Downtown. 


Thomas Wilson of 1407 North Sixth 
street, in whose hatbang was found 
a newspaper clipping relating to the 
robbery of Joseph T. Czajcinski’s jew- 
elry shop, at 1942 Cass avenue, was 
identified yesterday afternoon as one 
of the automobile robers who commit- 
ted the theft, by Albert B. Czajcinsk!, 
brother of the jeweler. Wilson was 
one of the six men arrested Friday 
night and questioned concerning sev- 
eral recent automobile robberies. 

Czajcinaki picked Wilson from 
among a dozen detectives and the 
other five suspects, who were lined 
up together. After the prisoner was 
compelled to don -a slouch hat and a 
brown raincoat, his accuser made the 
identification positive. 

*“T got off a street car Thursday 
night on my way from work,” said 
Czajcinski, “and was opproaching my 
brother’s shop when I saw several 
men jump from an automobile. While 
the engine was still running, one of 
them threw a brick through the win- 
dow and putting his arm through the 
hole, took a tray containing $175 
worth of jewelry. 

Commanded Man to Halt. 

“They were running to the automo- 
bile again when I shouted ‘Halt!’ 
twice. I was unarmed, but I had been 
a member of Company M of the Na- 
tional Guard of Missouri and tried 
what a military command would do. 
The answer was that Wilson turned 
on me with a revolver and told me to 
‘shut up.’ Then he and the others 
escaped in the motor car.” 

Wilson denied the accusation, and 
said he had saved the clipping concern- 
ing the robbery tbrough curiosity. The 
same curiosity, he said, had caused 
him to preserve a number of clip- 
pings, including one concerning the 
attempt to assassinate Theodore 
Roosevelt. _. 

Chief of Detectives Allender said he 
would ask a warrant against Wilson 
tomorrow. The prisoner is 30 years 
old and said his occupation was that 
of bill-poster. 

The others under arrest gave the fol- 
lowing names and particulars concern- 
ing themselves: Frank Spanberger, 21 
years old, laborer, 904 Morgan street; 
Fred Eckfels, 2, teamster, 106 North 
Sixth street; John Reinnagel, 26, la- 
borer, 106 North Sixth street; Joseph 
Murphy, 22, chauffeur, 1304 Missouri ave- 
nue, East St. Louis, and Thomas Mur- 
ray, 83, machinist, 105 North Sixth 
street. The police say Spanberger is a 
chauffeur. 

Four Arrested Downtown. 

The first man arrested was taken at 
Sixth and Chestnut streets by detec- 
tives, who said he was looking over sev- 
eral automobiles standing at the curb. 





Two others were arrested at Broadway 
and Pine street half an hour later, the 
fourth at the same corner two hours 
afterward and the fifth and sixth in a 
house at Broadway and Cerre street. 
All protested their innocence of complic- 
ity in the robberies. 

Among the crimes charged to auto- 
mobile bandits are the assault and rob- 
bery of Edward Prater of Continental, 
Mo., in a lonely spot in St. Louis Coun- 
ty at 2 a. m. Dec. 24; the robbery of 
Lieser’s drug store at 4600 Gravois 
avenue a few nights ago, and an at- 
tempt to rob the National Jewelry Co.'s 
store at 1219 Franklin avenue late in 
December. In each case the robbers 
used an automobile to escape. 


AMUNDSEN GETS MEDAL 
OF GEOGRAPHIC SOCIETY 


South Pole Discoverer, Sitting at 
Banquet With Peary, Is 
Honored. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Capt. Raold 


Amundsen, the noted Norweigen ex- 
plorer, was formally recognized for the 
first time in the United States, tonight, 
as the discoverer of the South Pole, 
and honored for his achievement with a 
special gold medal, by the National 
Geographic Society, at its annual ban- 
quet, where he was the guest of honor. 
Beside Capt. Amundsen sat Rear Ad- 
miral Robert E. Peary, U. 8. N., re 
tired, to whom the society two years 
ago gave a similar medal, recognizing 
him ee the discoverer of the North 
Pole. 

The Amtndsen medal bears the in- 
scription: “This special medal award- 
ed by the National Geographic Society 
to Capt. Reald Amundsen for his Ant- 
arctic achievements resulting in the at- 
tainment ef the South Pole, Dec. 14 
1971.""

Engineer Brown eae City Plan 
Commission Outlines Two 
Propositions. 

FITS IN WITH PARK PLAN 
Desirability of Terminals in Con- 


nection With Free Bridge 
Pointed Out. 





The subject of municipal owners.iip 
of railroad tracks on the river front 
cf St. Louis from The Chain of Rocks 
to The River des Peres is-before the 
' City Plan Commission. It has developed 
from the experts’ study of the proposed 
river front park. 

This park project at first contemplated 
cnly the development of a narrow strip 
south of the Eads Bridge. The engi- 
“ser of the commission, Baxter L. 
Brown, began study for the park two 
months ago. As he proceeded with his 
work he was confronted with several 
railroad problems. | 

His investigation led beyond the en- 
gineering features of the park proposi- 
tion into the examination of property 
titles and of railroad and individual oc- 
cupation of parts of the river front and 
of possible. approaches and facilities 
vital to the purposes of the Municipal 
Bridge. 

Brown has made a report which will 
be considered at the next meeting. 

In that report the engineer calls at- 
tention to the report of Robert Moore 
ana Albert T. Perkins to the Municipal 
Bridge and Terminals Commission in 
1906. He shows the possibilities now 
existing on the river front in respect to 
-“municipal-owned terminals in connection 
with the Municipal Bridge as well as 
in respect to a park and a station for 
auburban steam traffic. These possibili- 
tles are greatly favored in the recent 
establishment of the present harbor line 
by the United States Government. This 
harbor line, as Moore and Perkins 
pointed out, and as Brown emphasizes, 
permits a material extension to the 
East.: 

Brown's report says that there are two 
methods or routes by which the city 
may own or control tracks along the 
river front from the northern to the 
southern ¢ity limits. His report, in the 
parts relating to the free bridge, says: 

Prebilem of Loading. 

“Suitable provision for placing of cars 
for the loading and unloading of freight, 
as well as for the switching of them, is 
just ag important v. she success of the 
bridge as a highway yor the movement 
bid in as the construction of the 

itself and without such provision 
the t to be derived by the city 
from its construction will be compara- 
tively @mall. Cornneetions can readily 
be made with the tracks of the Termi- 
nal Raflroad Association and the Mis- 
sourt Pacific Rallway in the Mill Creek 
Valley and the cars sent to their va- 
rious team tracks, but if this is done 
the advantages expected to be gained 
by the use of the municipal bridge will 
‘ve largely lost through the switching 
charges. Furthermore, the Terminal 
Railroad Association has not nearly 
enov*h team tracks and switching facili- 
ties ~ properly handle its own busi- 
ness at present and any additional busti- 
4 ‘ess would simply congest them the 


~ rnore. 


“No doubt arrangements will eventual- 
ly be made whereby the Manufacturers’ 
Railway will make connections with the 
bridge tracks and this, when accom- 
plished, will prove of benefit to one in- 
dustrial section of the city to such ex- 
tent as thie company may be able to 
influence the establishment of East St. 
Louis rates for the ‘St. Louis traffic 
zone,’ as provided in ordinance No. 


City Already Has a Track. 


“Furthermore, the construction neces- 
sary to reach the proposed freight sta- 
tion and warehouse, as weil as the sub- 
urban pasé "\ger station proposcd 
in connectio. with the River 
Front Park, would 0»be in direct 
line with a further extension to che 
north of a connection with the track 
owned by the city and operated by the 
Water Works Department. Although 
~ capable being made the foundation 
of @ Ve«tiable railroad property, tiis 
track ts virtually idle, and few seem to 
re*lize ite strategic value. Between Bis- 
sel.s Point and Chain ef Rocks the 
track traverses a territory of about 1000 
acres that fs practically undeveloped, 
although well adapted to manufacturiag 
industries and not desirable for residence 





purposes. i 

“To make this connection there are 
two methods or routes that present 
themselves for consideration. 

“First, there is the possibility of mak- 
ing a connection. with the Merchants’ 
Bridge tracks at or near Biddle street, 
and using these tracks under a trackage 
agreement to Bissell'’s Point where a 
connection with the water works track 
could readily be made. At first thought

| WASHINGTON, Jan. 1L—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today de- 
cided to investigate private and leased 
telegraph and telephone wires to ascer- 
tain whether any of the wires of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
the Western Union or the Postal are 
lused at less than the published rates 
or without the payment of any rutes at 


all on messages not sent by the lessees. 

The commission is acting on com-

TRANSIT CLAIMS BY 
NITED RAILWAYS 


Result of Decision Holding 
Company Liable for Judg- 
ments Against Predecessor. 








As a result of the recent decision of 
the Supreme Court holding the United 
Railways Co. Hable for judgmentée 
against the old St. Transit Cvo., 
ithe United Railways yesterday paid $63,- 
§°6.29 on account of such claims. Checks 
for various sums were handed to the 
plaintiffs’ attorneys and the judgments 
were aknowledged as satisfied in Circuit 
Judge Rassieur’s Court, where the lia- 
bility suit against the United Railways 
first was tried. 

The suit was brought by James Brooks 
Johnson, a money lender, who had 
bought judgments at a discount against 
the Transit Co. Other persons holding 
such claims were permitted to intervene 
as co-plaintiffs. Johnson's claims in 
this case, Which are inc'uded among 
those paid, amount to $7327.25. He has 
other claims pending amounting to about 
$50,000. 

The largest claim paid ‘esterday was 
to Albert E. Hausman, attorney for Mrs. 
Kate Collins. This was for $11,527.15. 
Mrs. Collins was hurt jn 1904 in a streat 
car accident at Creve Coeur Lake. Art- 
torney Earl M. Pirkey, representing the 
estate of W. J. Millar, received a check 
for his client for $7616.23.

TELLS HORRORS Ot 
CANADIAN CAMPS 


J. W. Daley Says He Quit Grand 
Trunk Construction Rather 
Than Enforce Rules. 








Further allegations of cruelty in Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway construction 
camps in the Canadian Rockies were 
made to the Post-Dispatch yesterday by 
J. W: Daley of 1004 Chestnut street. 
Daley said he was aforeman at va- 
rious camps between Hinton and Tete 
Jaune Cache, British Columbia, from 
Sept. 16, 1911, to March 28, 1912, and quit 
because he could not endure subjecting 
his subordinates to such treatment as 
was required by the contractors. 

The conditions prevailing in the camps 
would create a revolution in Mexico, 
he declared, or in any other country 
where organized resistance to oppres- 
sion is possible. 

“T wouldn’t treat a dog the way 
are treated in those camps,” is 
way Daley summed it up. 

° Complaint to Knox. 

Daley's account is along the same 
lines of the allegations made by Ru- 
dolph Bowman, 22 years old, in letters 
written from the camps to his mother, 
M. M. Bowman of Crystal City, 
Mo. Extracts from Bowman's letters 
have been printed in the Post-Dispatch 
in the last few days. The letters were 
turned over by Mrs. Bowman to State 
Labor Commissioner Biggs, and as a 
result Secretary of State Knox at Wash- 
ington is now considering a recommen- 
dation from Biggs that the conditions 
under which men are taken from the 
United States to work in the camps be 
investigated by the Government. 

Deputy Labor Commissioner Tom Hol- 
land says 60 of 75 men who went to 
the camps from St. Louis last October 
have complained that the life of laborers 
in the camps is virtual peonage. 

Daley said whole trainloads of men 
were unloaded at Tete Jaune Cache last 
February and walked down the Frazer 
River Valley to camps hundreds of miles 
from the end of steel. Unless the men 
were provided with passes from the con- 
tractors, Daley said, no subcontractor 
along the right-of-way was permitted to 
feed them. 

“The men were worked a few days 
and discharged, many, many miles from 
civilization,” said Daley. ‘‘While their 
working conditions were intolerable, 
their condition after being discharged 
was worse, for they had no way to get 
out of that wild country except by 
walking, perhaps hundreds of miles. 
They had no money, of course, and 
could not get provisions. What such a 
trip means may be guessed from the 
fact that the thermometer in that coun- 
try sometimes drops to 652 or 63 de- 
grees below zero. 

Graves Soon Lost. 

“Graves of strong men who have dled 
while trying to get out of that region 
are many along that right-of-way. They 
are unmarked and soon will be lost. 
When a man dies in the camps his 
body is simply thrown into a hole and 
covered up. The bodies of several] mén 
were buried in the grade of the track, 
a I understand they were later taken 

“Labor agencies ship men to the 
camps, promising them all kindg of good 
wages for comparatively easy labor un- 
der the best of conditions. They don't 
Say anything about the fact that the 
men are required to spend most of their 
earnings for supplies bought from the 
contractors’ stores, that they will be

“On arriving at the camp, each man 
had to buy a lot of supplies at our- 
landish prices.

“The other things charged against a 
man are a poll tax of $3, a hospital fee 
of $1 a month and mail fee of 25 cents 
a month. Now, with all such expenses 
piled up against him, the laborer is 
lucky if he finds himself under ro 
fianancial obligation to the company at 
the end of two months. 

‘‘As long as he is in debt to the con- 
tractors, all his effects are held in the 
commissary, and he is, in truth, a peon. 
If he breaks away and makes a dash for 
civilization, the chances are that he w.]l 
either perish on the way or be picked up 
by the mounted police and sen< to jail at 
Edmonton. In such a cass, the police- 
man is the whole court and can make 
the punishment what he pleases. ‘The 
mounted police, however, preserve good 
order in that country. 

“Wvwhen I was there the men in 
good standing were paid off fn checks. 
The checks could not be cashed ex- 
cept at a discount amounting to 
about $1.50 or $2 on a $15 check and 
were not good for transportation un- 
less the holder was willing to let a 
conductor rake off that discount or 
could show a ‘pass’ issued by the 
contractor for a consideration of 4 
cents a mile. 

“Our supposed hospital facilities 
were a bigger joke than the ‘pass.’ 
The hospital was a box car on a side- 
track at Fitzhugh and its ‘cots’ were 
bunks built in tiers. This ‘hospital,’ 
of course, was so far from most of 
the camps that a man who was badly 
injured or very ill would be dead be- 
fore he could get there. The hospi- 
tal, with a staff of one doctor—and 
not a very good one at that—afford- 
ed the only medical or surgical facili- 
ties for at least 2000 men on our di- 
vision. 

Suspected Smallpox Ignored. 

“One night a man in our camp fell 
ill of what we took to be smallpox, 
and we telephoned to the hospital 
that we had a smallpox suspect. 

“*Well, isolate him from the others 
and never mind,’ said the doctor. ‘If 
he has smallpox he won't last long 
anyhow.’ The man, however, didn’t 
have smallpox and recovered without 
the assistance of the ‘Hospital De- 
partment.’ 

“On another occasion I had an em- 
phatic illustration of what a man 
amounts to in that country, when a 
workman who was assigned to bury 
the body of a dead comrade was dis- 
charged because the foreman 
thought the job had taken too long. 

“T could give you enough of such 
details to fill a book. I believe young 
Bowman has only hinted at the truth 
in his letters, because the district in 
which he worked is very much farther 
from civilization than the division on 
which I was employed. 


Two Reports to Consul. 
“I reported these terrible 

tions in September, 1912, ana again 
in November of that year, to the 
American Consul at one of the big 
citieg in Western Canada and told 
him something should be done at 
once. The answer I got the last time 
was, ‘Well, never mind. If you get 
out all right, what do you care about 
I have read the extracts 
from Bowman's letter in the Post-Dis- 
patch and I certainly am glad this 
newspaper is giving the subject pub- 
licity. Conditions {in the camps are 
almost unbelievable. » 


“I am not speaking from a preju- 
diced standpoint, because, as a fore- 
man, I received the best of treat- 
ment. But it wrenched my heart to 
have to treat my men as my guper- 
lors made me, and because I could 
not endure longer the scenes of suf- 
fering {in the camps I quit and got 
out of the country.”

2000 MEMBERS 10 
UY 13 BONDS 


$100,000 to Be Issued in $50 
Bonds to Finance New 
Edifice. 

As an experiment to raise the capital 
Lto build a new temple the members of 
the Moolah Temple Association will un- 
derwrite a bond issue for $100,000. The 
denomination of the bonds will be $50, 
one of which will be taken by each of 
the 2000 members. In addition to the 
site, which has been paid for, the build- 
ing will cost $150,000. Of this amount

Demand for Loans From

Mammoth warehouses with cold stor- 
age facilities in the river front district 
will be a feature required in connection 
with the steel barge line projected by 
W. J. Holbrook, president of the Hol- 
brook-Blackwelder Real Estate Trust 
Co., according to Walter M. Olive of 
Wenatchee, Wash., a great apple grow- 
ing country. 

As one of the largest. shippers of ap- 
ples in the Wenatchee country, Olive 
has been in the East completing ar- 
rangements for the new year. 

Holbrook talked to Olive for three 
hours yesterday at the office of the 
Holbrook-Blackwelder Real Estate Trust 
Co., pointing out the advantages that 
the barge line as an adjunct to the 
steamship companies using the Panama 
Gani al would give the Pacific Coast or 
the Mississippi Valley. 

Interested in Project. 

Olive was asked to interest the fruit 
growers and shippers of Washington 
in the project. In proportion to the 
benefiits they would derive from it, Hol- 
brook told Olive that his countrymen 
should invest in the project not less than 
$200,000. 

Olive displayed enthusiasm in the pro- 
ject, promising to submit it to the 
Northwestern Fruit Growers’ Associa- 
tlon, of which J. S. Crutchfield and R. 
B. Woolfolk, the Pittsburg fruit kings, 
are the leading members. 

“The project is practicable,’’ Olive de- 
clared in diseussing it with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday. “As an 
auxiliary to ships plying via the Panama 
Canal it would revolutionize St. Louis. 

‘Located as it is, your city would 
become the leading distributing center 
of the United States.” 

In conjunction with the barge line, 
a chain of warehouses, he intimated, 
would have to be operated in the river 
front district. Most of the property 
fronting the levee between the Eads 
Bridge and the Municipal free bridge, 
is owned by the Terminal Railway As- 
sociation, which, it is understood, is 
not antagonistic to the plan. 

As the Panama Canal approaches com- 
pletion, he said, interest will be awaken- 
ed in the barge line project, the suc- 
cessful issue of which, it was predicted, 
would give a tremendous impetus to 
realty and building in St. Louis. 

According to Olive the City of Wenat- 
chee contemplates erecting several large 
buildings, the money for which, he said, 
would probably be sought in St. Louis, 
He called at the Mercantile Trust Co., 
which has financed many large buildings 
in the Northwest and Southwest. 

The Davenport Hotel Co., L. V. Daven- 
port, president, has completed nego- 
tiations with the Mercantile Trust 
Co. for a loan of $750,000, which is 
to go towards the erection of a 
10-story hotel building at Spokane. 
The cost will be $2,000,000. The 
loan will be at the rate of 6 per cent, 
and will be secured by a first deed of 
trust maturing serially. 

The demand for loans from outside 
sources is increasing. 

Capital Available. 

The St. Louis realty market will be 
surfeited with capital available at low 
rates of interest, if the trend continues 
in this direction, according to Fred G. 
Zeibig of the firm of Cornet & Zeibig. 
By April the scale, Zeibig predicts, will 
range from 4 per cent to 5 per cent, 
whereas 6 per cent now !{s the dominant 
rate. As high as 7 per cent has been 
commanded by the banks and ‘the trust 
companies, which have reaped a harvest, 

The banks and the trust companiea 
with surplus capital and dividend dis- 
bursements, are the source of the over- 
fiow, he said. 

As security a preference, according to 
Zeibig, is displayed for first deeds of 
trust and improved holdings in the busi- 
ness and flat or apartment house dis- 
tricts. 

Already there !s keen rivalry among 
capitalists for first deeds of trust or 
building loans which afford ample mar- 
gins.

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GUTTON GINNING 
REPORT CAUSES 
A SLIGHT BREAK 


The cotton ginning report {issued by 
the Census Bureau Thursday showed 
that 12,919,000 bales had been ginned to 
Jan. 1, this year, compared to 14,317,000 
a year ago. The report was rather 
larger than expected and caused a alight 
break, although general opinion had 
been led away from the expectations 
of a bullish report by private estimates 
issued earlier in the month. Accord- 
ing to the bureau’s figures, the ginning 
between Dec. 13 and Jan. 1, was 496,000 
bales against 546,000 last year, and 890,000 
the year before. The total ginned to 
Jan. 1, 1911, was 11,085,000 bales. Last 
year the figures reported Jan. 1 repre- 
sented 92.1 per cent of the ginning for 
the entire season.

1, and the year before that 9.8 per cent, 
It is conceded by everyone that the 
present crop is the fastest gathered and 
ginned crop on record.

have become in part another picture. Ten 

years ago it was so unlike its present as- 

pect that a person absent that long from 

St. Louis and suddenly, set down at Fourth 

gtreet looking west on Olive today would be 

unable to name the location. Ten years 
hence—and what? 

But the probability is that the next 
decade will witness less appreciable changes 
than the past one has seen. If so, the fact 
will serve asa testimony to the permanence 
of the skyscraper type of business build- 
ing. Distinctively modern downtown St. 
Louis is of but a dozen years’ growth. 
_-Qnly a little more than a quarter of a 
century ago the first steel-skeleton build- 
_ing in the world was constructed. That 
important event in architecture took place 
in Chicago. It marked an epochal change. 
That building was the world’s first sky- 
scraper. 

For a few years thie innovation was 
looked upon with some distrust. But the 
skyscraper, though built upon sandy Lake 
Michigan shore ‘soil, fed to fall down. 
Other cities soon perceived its merit, St. 
Louis amongst them, and thus began the 
eager era of the skyscraper. Thus began 
the period of kaleidoscopic scene-shifting 
in cities which has obliterated old skylines. 

From year to year in St. Louis the sky- 
line has altered. WHere a tall building. 
many-windowed, lifted its cornice far 
City square, which for 
a generation or more had presented an 
approximately even four-story frontage 
began to lose that sober aspect and assume 
that of a dwarf standing beside a giant 
or between two Goliaths of architecture. 

The first few skyscrapers were much 
more noticeable than they are today. The 
gaps began to fill up. Dwarfs stepped back 
into the past and giants took their places. 
Some dwarfs remain, survivors of the pre-

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cupied by the National Bank of Commerce, 
had but just emerged into the skyscraper 
domain when the new century began. 
Since then the Third National Bank 
Building and the La Salle Building have 
risen on two corners, while the old Com- 
monwealth Trust Building on the remaining 
corner has been razed, leaving at present 
only a big hole in the ground partly filled 
with machinery excavating for a new sky- 
scraper and with men sinking caissons. to 
bedrock, upon which in the present year 
will arise the tallest structure in St. Louis. 
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This will be of “19 ‘main: stories, 
10-story tower. 

Thus already -is -in- prospect a change 
which before the year is ended will create 
a new skyline at this street intersection. 

At this time last year there stood at 
the northwest corner of Olive and Sixth 
streets one of the old landmarks of St. 
Louis—the Julia Building, better known as 
Barr’s. Came the wreckers early last 
spring, and within a few weeks this solid- 
looking old four-story structure was razed, 
and with it the annex that within the ,de- 
eade had been built, extending the store 
to Seventh street. Demolition did not stop 
with that; it included the entire city block, 
which was fenced in and excavated for the 
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biggest office building in the world, the 
Railway Exchange, 21 stories high. The 
steel skeleton and most of the exterior 
facing of cream terra cotta already have 
been completed. 

On the Broadway side of the building 
occupied by the National Bank of Com- 
merce is attached to the wall a tablet placed 
there by the Civic League of St. Louis, 
reading:

It is the utterance, respon- 
gible and authoritative, of Dr. L. B. Cofer, As- 
‘sistant Surgeon-General of the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service; and carries the weight of that 
@epartment, which, to the admiration of the 
tivilized world, transformed the Canal Zone from 
tink of contagion into the most healthful spot 
Ww the tropics. 

') Plans are being made, in prospect of the open- 

ing of the canal, to build a great trade between 

St. Louis and other Mississippi ports and the 

west coast of South America. Accepting Dr. 

Oofer’s forebodings as justified, no other sec- 

tion of the globe will be more interested than 

the Mississippi Valley in enforcing the inter- 
mational sanitary regulations which he. recom- 
mends.. For otherwise, according to his prodic- 
tion, the great river may become a highway for 
the dissemination of those dread visitations—yel 
lew fever and bubonic plague. 

Plans aré also being devised to establish a great

Bystem of commerce between Eastern ports of 
the United States and the Orient, thereby openr- 
ing a way for the invasion of the diseases which 
periodically ravage India and China. The objec- 
tion that no such thing exists as a United States 
merchant marine {is not material, nor is the fact 
that most of the trade of this country is carried 
ia foreign bottoms. Plague and yellow fever have 
no national prejudices—they travel as willingly 
under the British Jack as under the Stars and 
Stripes. 

Dr. Cofer points out how South and Central 
American trade will criss-cross at Panama; that 
from Western South America passine towards the 
Kastern ports of North America, and that from

Central and Eastern South America traveling to 
the west coast of North America. Then, concern- 


ing the possibility of disease following tnese new 


trade paths, he said, in a recent address before 
a body of health experts in Washington: 

“Both Ecuador and Chile, judging from their 
past sanitary history, are likely to export yellow 
fever and the plague. Peru is likely to export 
plague and possibly yellow fever, although the 
latter disease has not been reported in Peru since 
1910. 

“On the Atlantic side yellow fever may be ex- 
pected from the Mexican, Colombian and Vene- 
zuelan ports; and from their past sanitary his- 
tory, the ports of Costa Rica, Honduras, Guate- 
mala and Nicaragua are capable of becoming at 
any time infected with this disease. 

“In addition to this, plague recently appeared 
im Trinidad and Cuba, and also on United States 
territory—Porto Rico and Hawaii. Plague is still 
present among the ground squirrels of certain por- 
tions of northern and middle California; so that, 
between the east and west coasts of North and 
South America, two sets of yellow fever and 
plague zones will be brought into intimate asso- 
ciation,” 

He declared that Chile, one of the countries 
likely to export yellow rever and bubonic plague. 
will have a large trade with the Southern states. 
exchanging its fertilizing nitrate and phosphates 
for food products-and cotton. 


Turning to the Pacific region, the speaker de- 
clared that there is in prospect a commerce of 
10,500,000 tons for 1915 between the Eastern ports 
of the United States and Asia, Australia an: the 
Pacific islands. He fears that the plague and 
cholera of the Orient may, through this new trade 
route, be exchanged at the Panama clearing house 
for the yellow fever of the Occident. 

“The North American ports,” he explains, ‘will 
export general merchandise and food products 
from the territory of the North Atlantic, manu- 
factured fertilizer, raw cotton and flour from 
the South Atlantic, and cotton, cotton goods, 
lumber and manufactured + , ‘1 and iron from 
the Gulf ports. In return, Japan will send raw 
silk, straw mattings, rugs, tea, notions, rattan, 
cahe, bamboo and coal; China will send tea, rice 
hemp, peae and beans, hides, briet'es, wool, wax 
and curios; Hawaii will send suvar: the Phil- 
ippines, copra, sugar and tobacco: and Austral- 
asia, wool, coal, food supplies and raw mate- 
rials. 

“The character of this freight is mentioned in 
detail for the reason that, becavse cf the pe- 
cullar way in which it must be packed, it af- 
fords an easy nesting place for rats, mankind's 
source of infection with the bubonic plague. It 
is now an accepted fact that there is no one 
feetor more important in connection with the 
transmission of plague than the frequency with 
which rats are transferred from ver-els to shore, 
and vice versa, in looge)y packed or crated freicht, 
or else in food supplies of various kinds which 
are shipped in gunny sacks.”

tion of the port of departure of a vessel, or any 
special public health measures Which are carried 
out by the individual vessel.” 

Having thus exposed the perils to which the 
Panama Canal will give rise by its affording easy 
access between infected regions which have hith- 
erto been isolated from one another, the health 
expert proceeds to outline a policy of prevention 
which he asserts will be indispensable unless the 
glories of the grent enterprise are to be dimmed 
by international epidemics. 

The first steps, he explained, must be ta en in 
the Canal Zone itself, and will consist of two sets 
of expedients: First, structural arrangements, 
besed upon sanitary science, throughout the sone, 
together with an efficient local sanitary organi- 
zation; and, second, the maintenance of quaran- 
tine stations at the terminals of the cane]. 

“The firat of these requisites,” he said, ‘will 
undoubtedly be made the object of special en- 
deavor by the makers of the canal, who, in a 
manner commensurate with the excellence of their 
achievements along other lines, may be depended 
upon to furnish the world a mode! of municipal 
sanitary preparedness and organization. 

“It may be found after the canal is put in opera- 
tion that the ingenuity put forth and money ex- 
pended will have produced a zone impregnable 
ty infection from quarantinable diseases. This 
is only a pessibdility, but granting it, there wii 
still remain the need for quarantine stations at 
the terminals of the canal to prevent disease 
exchange between the ports bordering upon the

two great oceans. 

“These stations are destined to be unique insti- 
tutions of their kind, and to be conducted as 
models of perfected quarantine ofganigation and 
equipment. The natural though temporary ac- 
cumulation of the various quarantinable and com- 
municable diseases at these stations will afford 
surpassing facilities for the inetruction of cadet 
quarantine officers and others interested in this 
work.” 

Having designed by these measures to prevent 
the infection of the Canal Zone itself, Dr. Cofer 
proceeds to outline a policy of international pre- 
caution against the spread of disease through 
what he calls ‘advance sanitation,” or sanitation 
in advance, as he expleins it. This system would 
fali under two heads: First, advance sanitation 
for vessels, to be attained by the training of ship 
surgeons in sanitary and quarantine subjects; and, 
second, advance quarantine for ports, to be at- 
tained through the betterment of sanitary condi- 
tions surrounding the water fronts and wharves 
in the various ports. Both requisites would re- 
quire international co-operation. 

“In carrying out advance quarantine for ves- 
sels.” he points out, “it is proposed to utilize 
ship surgeons, especially trained in maritime 
quarantine practice, as traveling quarantine offi- 
cers. A large steamship carrying perhaps 1500

clean porte and ports Infected with such diseases 
ex yellow faver, cholera and plague, will prove 
in the long run a menace to the general public 
unless some radical reforms are made in what 
may be termed maritime sanitation. | 

“The duties of the ship’s surgeon, acting as 
quarantine officer, would intlude surveillance of 
the sanitary system of the vessel, the food and 
water supply, the ventilation and heating of the 
living compartments, the observance of precad- 
tions against the ingress of rats and mosquitocs, 
a conétant warfare on rats, a constant sapitary 
surveillance over the habits of the officers and 
crew of the vessel, and, in the event of the in- 
fection of the vessel, the prompt and intelligent 
application of quarantine principles.” 

The other branch of precaution, advance sani- 
tation in the ports themselves, will require rat- 
proof and mosquito-proof wharves wherever there 
is danger of infection from yellow fever or bu- 
bonic plague. To enforce these provisions, Dr. 
Cofer proposes what is no doubt the most com- 
prehensive scheme of world-sanitation which -has 
ever been advanced in history. 

“It is conceded,” he says, “that the Panama 
Canal will serve the world for commercial, mili- 
tary, naval and even universal peace purposes. 
Would it not also be possible for the Panama 
Canal to be made the reason or basis for the 
formation and maintenance of a real international 
sonitary reciprocity? 

“This zone, which links the two great oceans 
of the world, is thé focal point of commerce, not 
only for the Western Hemisphere, but also for 
the entire globe as well. It ts of vital {inpor- 
tance to the commercial prosperity of al) the 
people of the earth that this point te which all 
the trails of trade converge shall not be a place 
for the interchange and dissemination ef ds- 
ease. 

“It will be impossible for any nation, whatever 
{te strength and sincerity of purpose may be te 
prevent this calamity by fts unaided effort. Rt 
is a task for all the world, and if the strong na- 
tions will unite not only to the end that their 
own commerce béar no disease to the Panama 
Canal, but also for the purpose of ai@ing the 
weaker powers to the same purpose, as effect 
will be produced which will be of lasting food to 
all mankind. 

“This can be accomplished by the formations 
6! an {nternational sanitary uhion, which shall 
vet the financial and moral support ef those 
nations joining this body. The purpose of this 
organization will be to eet an example in the 
cleanliness of their own ports, which will be an 
iuspiration to other nations; to ald the weaker 
powers by advice and moral guasion; and, should 
the occasion demand, to coerce those recaleitraat 
members of the society of nations who refuse to 
be a party to this movement for international 
health and prosperity. 

“If disease is prevented from existing fh the 
marts of trade, its dissemination alone the high- 
ways of commerce will cease; and when this is 
accomplished there will remain only the prob- 
lem of eradicating the commercially communica- 
ble diseases in the interior cities. Thus we shall 
have brought about a result which will make for 
the peace and happiness of all i ao a

Our 
records show that about 1000 of such cases have 
been handled.” 

Even though 950 of the 1000 absconding hus- 
bunds are blue-eyed men, a ‘‘large majority”’ even 
o’ them make good citizens after being disciplined 
by the Legal Aid Bureau, according to Mr. Flem- 
ing’s findings. 

“It is not our purpose to prosécute a man and 
make him serve a jail sentence,’ continues Mr. 
Fleming, ‘‘but rather to teach him that he has a 
moral as well as a legal oblig:tion binding upon 
him and that he must regard the obligation as a 
sacred one, and if he shows a disposition to try 
to make some provision for his family we request 
that he be paroled. This is done by the judges of 
cur criminal courts, with the understanding that 
he shall report to our parole gepartment once a 
week, with a certain percentage of his earnings, 
which is given to his family. At present there 
are 100 men reporting weekly to our parole of- 
fice with a part of their week’s earnings. 

“The greatest surprise to me in the matter was 
when I recently went over. our records and found 
that 95 per cent of these wife deserters or non- 
providers had blue eyes. A friend of mine could 
not be convincec of the truth of this by the fig- 
as vou know never lie. To satisfy 
himself he went through local county jail, 
where there were 75 prisoners. He told me that 
7> per cent of them had blue eyes. 

“It is possible that most men have blue eves, 
Such would be true of the lighter-complexioned 
races. but I know that all dark-complexioned per- 
sons have.dark eyes. I have not lookea into this 
matter any further than the records of of- 
fice, and consequently I can give no reason why 
the majority of erring husbands have blue eyes.

his black one. 

Thus we find that the blue-eyed criminals pre- 
ponderate in St. Louis, though the percentage is 
by no means so high as that of blue-eyed bad 
husbands in Kansas City. The n.ystery of that 
percentage remains unexplained, but it may be 
placed beside the divorce statistics of Kansas 
City, which show that there is one divorce.to four 
marriages. For some reason, unexplained like 
the blue-eyed bad husband percentage, Kansas 
City has the nighest divorce-to-marriage ratio of 
all the cities in America.

T the Strauss Studio there will be shortly an 


exhibition of the drawings of Alfred J. Frueh, 


formerly a Post-Dispatch cartoonist, now in 
Europe. The exhibition will be limited to 
Mr. Frueh’s caricatures of stage folk. These 
drawings attracted much attention when dis- 
played recently in the galleries of the Photo- 
Secession on. Fifth avenue, New York. People 
of the stage and the general public found 
them highly interesting. It is expected that 
the interest will be even greater at the 
Strauss exhibition, Mr. Frueh having become 
so widely known to St. Louisans through his 
cartoon work for the Post-Dispatch. 
‘ It was on this newspaper that Mr. Frueh began his career and 
developed his unique talent. Every cartoonist, to be successful, must 
do distinctive work. Frueh created his own field and has cultivated 
Yt by Fruehistic methods that have gained a wide recognition. One 
of the New York critics wrote of his caricatures shown at the Photo- 
Secession galleries: | 
‘ “The artist has felt the true sense of comedy as the scientists and 
psychologists have dissected it. He has seen the abnormalities of 
face, figure and manner that have helped, without ever being analyzed, 
to make reputations for stage celebrities, and he has put them un- 
erringly on paper.” 

‘Forty-nine stage celebrities are depicted in the Frueh collection. 
Forty-eight of these are drawings. The other is a novelty, being a 
wood carving of John Drew. “He took an ax to Mr. Drew,” says the 
critic quoted above, “and carved him out of wood with a stroke so 
gure that almost anyone would know who is represented.”

George Arliss in the role of Disraeli is one of the caricature sub- 
jects which compel more than ordi@ary study. The Wilton Lackaye 
jaw is firmly sketched. Joe Weber and Lew Fields are shown berating 
each other in the manner familiar to millions. David Warfield as 
the Music Master is serio-pathetic, while Harry Lauder is represented 
with the suggestion that he has taken a “wee bit” too much of the 
exhilarating Scotch. 

St. Louisans will enjoy Frueh's caricature of the dignified Mrs. 
Fiske—the Minnie Maddern of old St. Louis days. Sarah Bernhardt, 
the apparently immortal, is portrayed with her proper angularity. 
Billie Burke’s beauty is marred but not altogether effaced by the 
strokes of the comic artist. Among other stage beauties who may see 
themselves as Frueh sees them are Ethel Barrymore, Eva Tanguay, 
Margaret Illington, Margaret Anglin, Grace George, Julia Marlowe and 
Mme. Samoza. 

Forbes Robertson is depicted in his role in “The Passing of th 
Third Floor Back.” Otis Skinner, as Col. Phillippe Birdau in “The 
Honor of the Family,” is easily recognizable despite the grotesquerie 
of the picture. 

A bust of Mr. Fruch himself, done in plaster by Louis Keila, adds 
to the interest of the collection. 

Oscar Hammerstein, not an actor, but one of the most caricaturable 
of impresarios, is the subject of one of the Frueh drawings. Amongst 
the others, all of whom are familiar to St. Louis theater-goers, are 
William Collier, Henry Miller, John Mason, George Damerel, George 
M. Cohan and the perennial “Senator” William H. Crane. 

Since he left St. Louis Mr. Frueh has traveled in Europe, where 
he has found opportunity to study for the further development of his 
talent.
